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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claims 51 and 52 are presented without cancelling a corresponding number of finally rejected claims. The 
scope of claim 16 (method of controlling head velocity) and claim 27 (method of measuring head velocity) has been changed by the 
amendments made to these claims.
